As he wag 
going home Carl Bishop stopped him 
upon the street and arranged to do 
some repair -work for him today. He 
was in a very cheerful frame of mind 
and remarked that be must hurry 
home with some meat that he had for

Arriving there he turned the pack- 


age over to his -wife and spent some 
time playing •with his two year old 
child, Henrietta, air. Downing then 
bads her good-bye :ffld said that he 
was going off to -work. He ascended 
the steps to the ba'Ji room, ana his 
•wife -was attracted by the repeated 
cries of tho child spying good-bye to 
her lather, and not hearing any re- 
sponses "went to this bach room and 
opened the door.

Downing had evidently calmly con- 


sidered taking his life, aa the carwnlc 
acid he used had been in the nouse 
for upwards of two years. 
An ounce 


bottle of it bad been purchased at that 
time for disinfecting purposes and but 
a few drops were used out of the bot- 
tle. 
Downing has been engaged in the 


plumbing business in Connellsville for 
several years, having been a member 
of the firm of Stahl & Downing, which 
was dissolved about a year ago, since 
which time he has conducted a shop 
in the Rutsek building. He was an In- 
dustrious hard working man and his 
many friends believed thut he was 
prospering. 
About three months ago 


he broke his ankle in endeavoring to 
board a street car, since which time 
he has been unable to continue at his 
work regularly. 


The deceased is survived by his 


widow, who was formerly Miss Edna 
Luckey of Dawson, and one child.

At International Convention to 
Be 


Held at Charleston Experts from 
Many Countries Will Make Sugges- 
tions for Miners' Safety. 


Captain W. N. Page, who registers 


from Ansted. \V. Va., when he goes 
from tome, has an office in Washing- 
ton over that of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. 3n addition to his 
duties as n.anager til a Dig coal con- 
cern Captain Page is President of the 
West Virginia Mining 
Association, 


•which -was organized last December 
in Washington. The object of the as- 
sociation is to protect the capitalists 
,-vbo are engaged in mining coal and 
locdlentally to protect the men in 
their employ. At the 8rst session of 
the association there were long dis- 
cussions as to the cause of explosions 
in mines, and all of the government 
scientists and 
experts 
contributed 


their observations. 
The convention 


adjourned without any one knowing 
much more about the cause or pre- 
Tention of sjch explosions than before 
the meeting was called. This gather- 
ing was bel-I shortly after the Monon- 
gah disaster In West Virginia, where 
several hundred miners were killed, 
and the deniand for legislation which 
would prevtmt or punish was very 
strong. Thd mine operators of West 
Virginia thought best to get together 
and head off any possible persecu- 
tion, and much was produced in tes- 
timony to show that science has not 
yet taught us why the 
explosions, 


what they r<sally are or how they can 
be prevented. 


One result of the conference of the 


West Virgin a mine men hold in Cap- 
tajn Page's office was the visit of 
J. A, Holmes, ..chief of the technical 
branch of the Geological' Survey, to 
the coal minus of Europe. There have 
been explosions and loss of life in 
mines over there, and aCter the Mo- 
nongah affair the experts of Europe 
sat np and took notice of the efforts 
being made I y the West Virginia mine 
owners to avert further disasters by 
scientific research. 


One result of the Ifolmes visit to 


Europe has lieen the calling of an in- 
ternational convention of mining ex- 
perts and mine owners, and the con- 
vention will be held in the city of 
Charleston, W. Va., early this month.; 
Holmes has invited experts from Ger- 
many, Franco and Belgium to attend 
this convention and a goodly com- 
pany arrived in this country the last 
of August They will not only attend 
the convention at Charleston but will 
inspect coal mines in many States, 
beginning with the( West 
Virginia 


fields. --They will go through the Mo- 
nongah' mine with curious and search- 
ing eyes and.compire*our American 
methods with what is- done in Europe. 
Klght after The ilonongah explosion 
the French j;overnment sent an ex- 
pert ,ln hasti to investigate anil re- 
port, '*and: his .findings rlid not throw 
much light on the actual cause of the 
accident. 


NEW DANGER THAT 


MUST BE AVERTED. 


Buying of Cheap Explosive* by Non- 


Native Miners Likely to 


Cause Accidents. 


Information comes that a new dan- 


ger and portentious menace to safe 
mining has been discovered within 
the Pittsburg, and doubtless will be 
found to be in practise in other coal 
mining districts. It is that many of 
the non-native miners have become 
addicted to the habit of buying cheap 
explosives from surreptitious peddlers 
of such stuff and use it in their work 
of tearing down coal, always buying 
enough powder from thft usual ptuces 
of supply to disarm suspicion. 


The danger of this lies in the faci 


that because of "cheapness" in price 
as well as In quality clangers may 
arise and accidents occur that only 
by accidental discovery can be ac- 
counted for on any hypothesis that 
will prove ot value for aversion in the 
future. 


It Is a safe bet that when a man 


goes about selling goods surreptHtous- 
ly the goods are below the grade or 
contraband under the law. There are 
certain explosives that are now for- 
bidden by ocder of the mine inspection 
departments and by the companies 
employing large numbers 
of 
niino 


workers. 
The better explosives, of 


course, cost relatively more money to 
the miner, and his temptation, depend- 
ing upon his avarice- and cupidity or 
credulousneds, is greater for that rea- 
son, ilen who would peddle such ex- 
nlosives would not hesitate to m;Uif 
*il kinds of representations and Rive 
any kind of assrance of safety, ap- 
pealing to prejudice and buying some 
conscienceless miner to recommend 
his poods In order that SB might in- 
crease his tales. 


The new danger needs no elabora- 


tion to prove its meuacing aspect to 
those engaged in mine management, 
and it is mentioned here only that they 
shall be apprised of its existence and 
be alert to see that It does not pre- 
vail within the mines of which they 
have charge.

A. -warning: sounded Monday by the 


Board of Health to the citizens of Con- 
nellsviUe to observe strict cleanliness 
about their premises and to be care- 
ful of all water used by them. State 
Health Officer FiKe of Confluence was 
in ConneUsville this morning and held 
a long consultation with Health Offi- 
cer Allen Hyatt. He stated thatjthere 
were quite a number of cases of ty- 
pnoid fever in Confluence and advised 
the utmost caution and care in the use 
ot Youghiogheny river water by the 
residents of Co-t.ellsville. 


Dr. H. F. Atlant-on, a member of the 


Board hearing of the typhoid fever epi- 
demic at Confluence directed Health 
Officer Hyatt to advise in making his 
rounds the use ot" boiled water. The 


. physician contends that it is but very 
little more trouble to do this and in the 


• present condition of streams It is ab- 


solutely ne'cessarj in order to prevent 
sickness. 


Heauth Officer Hyatt this morning 


issued in a bulletin showing that there 
are a number of c.ises of typhoid fever 
in Connellsville. He says: 


"We have had In the hist two weeks 
six cases of typhoid fever reported and 
I do not believe that all cases have 
been reported and the total number !n 
the borough exce"ds this by a goodly 
number. 
Thia is a sudden and unex- 


pected outbreak of this disease, which 
Is easily communicable. 
For months 


ivo dlil noc have a sinffle case of In- 
fectious disease, but now that the .sea- 
son U upon us ana the streams are so 
loxv that nearly ail the water Is stag- 
nant It behooves all that they take the 
utmost care and use every precaution. 


Many doctors hive failed to report 
these cases and It Is a violation of the 
State Health Department rules, but it 
dors not remedy t ie fact that careless- 
ness may add to the number. We have 
very much to cont- nd with at this time. 
The water is very low, there is no gar- 
bage plant, and filth Is being dumped 
Into the weeds anil high brushes of va- 
cant lots, which Is deplorable. I would 
request that any citizen seeing1 per- 
sons dumping garbage Into vacant lots 
'notify the Board; of Health as Quickly 
as possible. 
As to the milk, 1 will say thatit must 


' be clean and pure, without sediment in 


bottom of can or traces of tar. 
Cans 
must not show rust and must be ab- 
solutely clean. 
Milk must not be sold 


from families wh«re there is sickness. 
I would advise the lavish use of lime 
about premises. 
Damp cellars and 
stagnant pools are dangerous and a lit- 
tle lime will prevent them from causing 
sickness.

It is strictly forbidden 
to

PUBLIC BECOMING EDUCATED. 


Is Much Easier Handled and is Clean- j 


er Than Coal or Other Fuels—Will 
Add in Protecting Natural Resorces 
of Country. 


Tfce coal brtquetting industry should 


makfe rapid progress in this country 
during the next few years, according 
to E. W. Parker, of the United States 
Geological Survey. Although the pro- 
duction in the United States la 1907, 
63,153 short tons, having a value at 
the^StentS of $244,942, seems insigni- 
ficant when compared with the out- 
put of briquet! Ing plants in Germany 
in 1906, about 16.000,000 short tons, 
it Is ot great importance as indicating 
that-a beginning has been made and 
that consumers are heiag gradually 
educated in ih(- advantages of briquets 
lor efficiency, ease of handling and 
cleanliness. 


There were ten plants la operation 


in 1907, although oue of these, at 
Fittsburg Landing. Cal., was burned in f 
July and up to the close of the year] 
had not been rebuilt. The location ot" 
the plants anil the character of the 
fuel aad binder used in the operations 
are reported liy Mr. Parker in a pa- 
per jnst published by^the Survey as 
an advance chapter from Mineral Re- 
sources of thi- United States. Calen- 
dar Year 1907. 
In the introductory 


paragraphs of this report Mr. Parker 
says: 


"There can be little fioubt that the 


interest aroused through, calling at- 
tention to the waste in the past, of the 
country's natural 
resources, 
repre- 


sented by th<! non-use of slack and 
culm produced in our coal mining op- 
erations, and the aggressive. policy 
bi President Roosevelt in seeking to j 
throw light upon it and to correct |

prospect of a development of coal bri- 
..(luetting as a;i important industry in 


the United States. 
It may not be 


long before 1 he governments of the 
States, under whose jurisdiction the 
matter comes., will enact legislation 
against the accumulation of slack and 
culm heaps or their useless destruction 
by burning and prohibit this waste,. 
as they have in some cases interdicted 
the waste of natural gas. 


"Legislation which would prohibit 


'shooting from the solid' at

•when slack <oal is not a marketable 
product, and which would provide pen- 
alties for excessive 
use 
of powder 


would have, as one result, a larger 
percentage o'J lump coal, and thus, in 
part, at least, enable operators to as- 
sume the additional expense involved 
in", the brlquf.'tting of such slack coal 
as" is unavoidably produced."

ONE PACIFIC STATE. 


Washington is Only Section of Slope 


Where It is Found ind 


Operated. 


Washington is the only one of tlic 


Pacific, coast Stutes in which coking 
coals are known to occur, according to 
E. W. Parker, Chief Statistician of 
the 'United Slates Geological Survey. 
%Vhen compared with- those of some 
of the Eastern States, the coking OIK 
erations of Washington seem of lit- 
tle importance, but they are of inter- 
est as establishing the fact that it 
is possible to make metallurgical coke 
from Pacific coast coai. All the cok- 
ins operations are in Pierce county 
in the centra! part of the State. Tiiei-e 
are five establishments, four of which 
made coke in 1907, -producing 52.02S 
tons, valued at $293,0.19, against tn,- 
042 short tons, valued at $200,977. in 
1906. The average price jier ton ad- 
vanced from .$-1.99 in IMG to $5.63 in 
1907. 
All the ooal used in coke mak- 


ing in Washington in 1907, amounting 
to S5,S6t» short tons, 
TVOS 
washed. 


Three of the plants used washed run 
of mine coal and one used washed 
slack.
